After another year of fundraising and countless hours of 
volunteer work from individuals throughout the community, it’s 
time once again for one of Adair County’s most prominent 
charitable events: Relay for Life. 

Doors open at 4:30 p.m. Friday at the Adair County Middle 
School gymnasium for campsite setup and events are scheduled 
to kick off at 7 p.m. With a full itinerary of activities on the 
docket all the way up to closing ceremonies at 12:30 a.m. 
Saturday, this year’s iteration of the program promises to provide 
hours of fun and entertainment for the whole family, while at the 
same time recognizing cancer survivors and raising money for a 
worthy cause. The theme this year is “Hunting for a Cure.” 

“We’d love to have people come out and support our survivors 
and encourage those that are still fighting the fight,” Adair Relay 
chairwoman Jennifer Smith says “This is for everybody, because 
everybody knows somebody that’s had a cancer diagnosis— 
whether family or friend.” 

This year’s program marks the 18th year for Relay for Life in 
Adair County, and the second straight year it will be indoors, as 
last year’s event was moved inside due to rain and was a surprise 


hit with attendees. 

“The gym limits some of the stuff you can do because of 
space, but last year people loved it,” Smith says. “I think when it 
was on the football field and track people tended to spread off 
into their own little groups, and having it inside really brings 
everyone together.” 

On the event schedule this year are some familiar hallmarks of 
Relay as well as some new activities that are being introduced 
for the first time. As usual, the big events of the night will be 
caregivers lap, kids fighting cancer lap and the always-special 
survivor lap, as well as the parade of teams and the luminary 
ceremony. Some new games that will be making their Relay 
debut Friday include an adult scavenger hunt and a children’s 
scavenger hunt. 

“It’s going to be a lot of fun and the crowd should get really 
into it,” Smith says. 

Twenty teams have entered to participate in the 2014 Relay, 
and combined they hope to raise $65,000 for cancer research. 

“That’s our goal this year, $65,000,” Smith says. “Last year we

After more than three 
months of being closed, the 
Columbia Taco Bell is open 
once more with a brand new 
look and revamped work staff. 
According to the franchise 
agreement, which expired 
early in 2014 after 20 years, a 
renovation or rebuild of the 
Taco Bell restaurant was 
required in order to renew the 
franchising contract. 

“We decided to just go ahead 
and scrap it and rebuild,” 
manager Portia Roberts said 
Wednesday morning during 
the restaurant’s opening. “It 
was definitely time.” 

The new style features a 
more modern, sleek look both 
inside and out, with the 
exterior adorned with purple 
fluorescent lighting that 
accents the traditional adobe- 


style walls that pay homage to 
the chain’s Mexican-American 
food theme. Inside, the space 
is open and bright, with both 
short and tall tables, as well as 


a central booth area, spread 
throughout. On the walls, 
vibrant, psychadelic paintings 
provide explosions of color. 

“This is the first one like

I’ve discovered over the past few years that one of 
the cruel inevitabilities of getting older is that I have to 
watch the people I’ve looked up to throughout my life 
grow old and die. That’s a simple and harsh way to put 
it, I know, but it’s true, and I was reminded of this 
Monday when one of my all-time favorite athletes— 
Tony Gwynn—passed away after a lengthy battle with 
cancer at just 54 years old. 

Everyone has childhood heroes growing up. They 
serve a number of purposes, sometimes as role models, 
measuring sticks, and inspiration, but sometimes as a 
simple personification of greatness that can’t realisti¬ 
cally be hoped to equal or duplicate. Tony Gwynn was 
all of these things for me when I was a kid, and I’m 
sure a lot of other people around my age or a little older 
feel the same way. 

By the time I was old enough to really watch and pay 
attention to what Gwynn was doing in the early 1990s, 
he was already a legend, and already had lost most of 
the explosiveness and athleticism that allowed him to 
steal bases and be a college basketball star 10 years ear¬ 
lier. 

Ken Griffey Jr. was always my favorite player 
because of his child-like enthusiasm for the game and 
superhuman physical talent, but Gwynn was a close 
second for completely different reasons. His enthu¬ 
siasm was like that of a scientist, relentlessly studying 
his at-bats and charting the pitches he saw. His talent 
wasn’t superhuman either—it was somehow even more 
rare. He was short and fat, he kind of hobbled and 
labored to run, and—while incredibly strong—he didn’t 
have the exceptional power that most of his superstar 
peers of the steroid era were known for. He got by basi¬ 
cally on hard work, quick hands, intelligence, and 
superb eyesight. While he was unlike anyone else, he 
looked about like everyone else—all of us destined for 
careers outside of sports. Everyone that wasn’t the big¬ 
gest or fastest or most naturally gifted could relate to 
Tony Gwynn. 

My dad always called me into the living room to 
watch if Gwynn was playing. 

“Watch how he hits,” Dad would say. “He knows 
more about it than anyone in the game.” 

Dad was right. Gwynn was the natural heir to Ted 
Williams’ throne of hitting genius. Late in Gwynn’s 
career, but while he was still playing, it was widely 
assumed and rarely argued that he knew more about 
hitting than anyone alive. Major League hitting 
coaches—smart men that spent their entire lives in 
baseball—freely admitted that they learned more about 
hitting talking to Gwynn than vice versa. Williams him¬ 
self seemed to approve of Gwynn taking over as the 
world’s foremost authority on hitting, as the two 
became friends late in Williams’ life and did a few tele¬ 
vision spots together that hardcore baseball fans still 
remember and talk about. 

I always stopped whatever I was doing if I caught a 
Gwynn interview on television, trying to learn and soak 
up as much knowledge about hitting as I could. He was 
able to make sense of something that even the best 
players alive weren’t able to articulate into words. 
While most players relied mainly on instinct and repe¬ 
tition, Gwynn took it 10 steps further. He was the first 
great hitter to utilize video—now a staple in baseball at 
all levels. He minimized his strikeouts by learning to 
swing at the last possible moment, giving him more 
time to see the ball, and as a byproduct became one of 
the greatest inside-out (opposite field) hitters ever. 

Even the great Derek Jeter utilized this method of hit¬ 
ting throughout his own Hall of Fame career, and it’s a 
testament to Gwynn’s greatness that Jeter’s lifetime 
average is 26 points lower than Gwynn’s. 

More than anything, though, I remember Gwynn as 
the nicest guy in baseball. I never had a chance to meet 
the man (although I am lucky enough to have seen him 
play in person once), but nobody ever had anything bad 
to say about him. He was unassuming, friendly, and 
funny. He played a bigger role in my childhood than he 
could ever know, and I’m sure there are thousands of 
20 and 30-somethings out there today that can say the 
same thing. Rest in peace, Mr. Padre.

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“Bits and Bobs” 
from Adair 
County’s Past 



Assorted “Bits and Bobs” from 
Adair County’s Past 

Thermometers registered differently in Columbia during 
the second week of June, 1914, between 95 and 106 degrees. 
The last week of June registered “the hottest ever in this 
county,” some days between 101 and 105 degrees on various 
thermometers. 

The Board of Trustees of the Columbia Graded School 
determined to erect a gymnasium adjacent to the school and 
did not expect to pay more than $500, as of June 1914. A 
contract was awarded in July to Willis & Murrell for a 
building forty by sixty feet. Prof. WM. Wilson is principal. 


Russell Springs. 

Will Ed Eubank, son of Joe Eubank of Cane Valley, lived 
at Oberlin, Kansas in the summer of 1914 and was visiting 
his father back in Adair County. 

Joseph M. Edwards, a native of Adair County, is the 
treasurer of the State of Texas. Another Adair County man, 
James Alexander Breeding, has served two terms in the 
Legislature and has been appointed Special Judge of the 
District Courts in Texas, 1914. 

Mr. Porter Barger, of Joppa, has for many years found 
considerable pleasure in bees and honey making. He has 
taken over sixty pounds of honey from his stand. 

Jeffries Hardware Store and the First National Bank have 
erected a metal awning running the full length of the two 
buildings. It will prevent the hot rays from reaching their 
fronts, making the interior of the buildings much cooler. 8 
July 1914. 

The three bells which are to be placed in the new Baptist 
Church, reached Columbia last week. They are different 
sizes, the largest being the same dimensions of the one in the 
courthouse. All three will ring at the same time, each having 
a different tone. 8 July 1914. 

“Has anyone seen a kid under eighteen smoking a 
cigarette in this town since the new law went into effect, 
June 15th? The boy who indulges in the use of coffin tacks 
is not long for this world.” 


Mrs. Nancy Acre, who lives on the Russell Springs road, 
about twelve miles from Columbia, turned ninety-nine years 
old in May 1914. A brother died a few years ago, aged 102. 


Columbia has not had rain of any consequence for three 
months, but Gradyville, Joppa and Ozark farmers were 
blessed with a good rain last Thursday...15 July 1914. 


Miss Jennie Garnett us teaching piano at Cumberland 
College, the Baptist Institute at Williamsburg, Ky. She has 
had charge of the piano department for the past three years. 

Honorable A.O. Stanley, Democratic candidate for the 
U.S. Senate spoke to voters at the Adair County Courthouse 
in June 1914. 


Mr. Walker Bryant, County County Court Clerk, exhibited 
in this office a few days ago, a $100 bank note, drawn on 
Bank of Columbia, Ky., and made payable to James Hughes. 
The note was sent to Mr. Bryant by Judge C.W. Wright, of 
Campbellsville. It was issued in 1835, seventy-nine years 
ago. But few people in Adair County know that a bank as 
conducted in Columbia that long time ago. 15 July 1914. 


The new church building at Tabernacle was dedicated in 
June 1914. It was estimated there were between twelve and 
fifteen hundred people present on the grounds. The 
dedication was led by Elder J.Q. Montgomery. Dinner was 
on the ground, including fifteen sheep, several hams and 
chickens by the dozens served to eat, 

All the common (public) schools in Adair County were to 
open the first Monday in July, 1914. 

FL. and Luther Wilson, of Russell Springs, reached 
Columbia at the end of June with three new Ford 
“machines” they had purchased in Louisville. One belonged 
to F.L. Wilson, one to Luther Wilson and the third to W.H. 
Irvine. With this addition of three, there were five owned in

KSP Warns of Leaving Children in Hot Cars 


The Kentucky State Police remind parents not to leave a child 
alone in a hot car as temperatures in the Bluegrass are on the rise. It 
may seem like common sense, but every year law enforcement 
agencies answer calls about unattended children in vehicles. The 
National Safety Council (NSC) reports that nine children have 
already died in 2014 from being left in hot cars across the U.S. 

An ongoing study by San Francisco State University estimates 
that since 1998, there have been 615 heatstroke deaths of children 
left in vehicles, an average of 38 deaths per year. Most of those 
deaths were children under the age of two-years. 

In 2000, Kentucky passed “Bryan’s Law,” which makes a person 
liable for second-degree manslaughter or first-degree wanton 
endangerment for leaving a child younger than eight years of age in 
a motor vehicle where circumstances pose a grave risk of death. 
The law was named after 11-month old Bryan Puckett, who died 
July 13,1999 after being left in a hot car by his babysitter. 


unloading. Don’t overlook sleeping babies. 

•Always lock your car. If a child is missing, check the car first, 
including the trunk. Teach your children that vehicles are never to 
be used as a play area. 

•Keep a stuffed animal in the car seat and when the child is put in 
the seat place the animal in the front with the driver as a reminder. 

•Place your purse or briefcase in the back seat as a reminder that 
you have your child in the car. 

•Make Took before you leave’ a routine whenever you get out of 
the car. 

Webb says while a person will face criminal charges for leaving a 
child in a car, the pain and guilt from making such a mistake will 
last far longer. 

KSP asks citizens to keep an eye out for children left in vehicles 
on hot days and to call 911 if they think the occupant is in danger. 


KSP spokesman Sgt. Michael 
Webb says most people know 
the dangers of leaving a child in 
a hot car, but each year these 
senseless tragedies continue to 
occur. 

“A child’s body heats up three 
to five times faster than that of 
an adult,” says Webb. “The 
temperature inside a car can rise 
19 degrees in 10 minutes. 
Together, this can be deadly in a 
very short period of time.” 

Kentucky’s last reported death 
from a child being left in a car 
was during 2012 in Louisville. 
The NSC reports that 44 
children died last year from 
vehicular heatstroke in the U.S. 

Webb offers the following 
safety tips: 

•Never leave a child in an 
unattended car, even with the 
windows down. 

•Be sure that all occupants 
leave the vehicle when

lanes, as well as plenty of other attractions for 
individuals of all ages. 

“We’ll have arcade games, plenty of food, inflatables 
for the youngsters, and even spin-zone bumper cars that 
spin around when you get hit,” Burns says. “It’ll be a 
great atmosphere—very family friendly.” 

Bums currently owns bowling alleys in Burkesville 
and Albany, Ky., but says he wanted one closer to where 
he lives, and also wanted to help promote the game 
locally. 

“I’m moving all the equipment from Albany—it’s still 
very new and in great condition—because it’s hard to 
manage it so far away,” Bums says. “Now it’ll be a mile 
from my house, and we’ll be able to become the home 
of Lindsey Wilson College Bowling.” 

The connection with Lindsey Wilson is strong, and a 
driving force behind the decision to build a bowling 
alley in Columbia, as Burns’ son—Brandon—is the 
Blue Raiders’ bowling coach. 

“The opportunity to be near Lindsey is important 
because the college is growing so much and we’re going 
to offer the kinds of things everyone can enjoy,” Burns 
says. “Plus the college team will be able to use it.” 

Bums even hopes to see a younger team of bowlers 


use his lanes in the coming years. 

“Bowling is a sanctioned high school sport in 
Kentucky now,” Bums says. “Around 40-precent of high 
schools have bowling teams now so hopefully Adair 
County will get into that too.” 

Bums plans to host multiple leagues at the new 
establishment, and will also make the facility available 
to rent for parties, church groups, and businesses. He 
says several packages will be available for purchase for 
groups of various sizes. 

Barney’s Fun Center will be open every day, but 
Sunday hours will limited, at the decision of Bums. 

“I know some people work six days a week so I 
wanted them to have a chance to come bowl if they want 
to,” Bums says. “I don’t want to knock my workers out 
of going to church though so we’ll probably be open 
from about 1 p.m. until 5 or 6 on Sunday.” 

The goal of the business, according to Burns, is 
simply to offer fun activities at reasonable prices. 

“We just want something that the whole family can 
come enjoy together,” Bums says. “The prices will be 
comparable to other bowling alleys around here and I 
hope that a lot of people come see what we have to 
offer.”

“It was pretty much down to 
the wire,” Roberts said. “But 
we’re open and it’s already been 
steady so far, and that’s just for 
breakfast. Once word gets out 
and everyone knows, I expect it 
to be insane.”

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Rogers Explorers Program Allows Rising High School Freshmen To Experience College 


Kennedy Bates of Edmonton, Ky., has not started high school 
yet, but she’s already spent time learning on a college campus. 
Bates was one of 30 rising ninth-graders from 13 Kentucky 
counties who spent three days at Lindsey Wilson as part of the 
Rogers Explorers program. 

Sponsored by the Somerset-based Center for Rural Development, 
the eight-year-old Rogers Explorers program exposes rising ninth- 
grade students to community service, leadership, mathematics and 
science. 

“I have no idea what I want to be , but this has helped give me 
some ideas,” said Bates, who will be a freshman this fall at 
Metcalfe County High School. 

While at LWC from Wednesday, June 11, through Friday, June 
13, the Rogers Explorers took classes in communication, energy 
and science from Lindsey Wilson professors; learned about 
leadership from LWC Dean of Students Chris Schmidt; and 
participated in a videoconference with NASA officials. 

“The Rogers Explorers program is a good way to keep students 
intellectually engaged while they are not in school,” said Delaney 
Stephens, community liaison and youth programs coordinator for 
The Center for Rural Development who runs the Rogers Explorers

Program. “We try to get them excited about math and science going 
into high school, which is a very critical time in their education. By 
attending this program, we hope to open the possibilities of 
different careers in math and science.” 

One of the teachers who opened the students’ eyes to career 
options in energy was Lindsey Wilson Director of of Sustainability 
Douglas Keaton. Keaton showed the students the college’s 
recycling efforts, which include turning used vegetable oil in 
biodiesel fuel, soap and fire-starters. 

“He taught me that if you put your mind to work, you can do 
anything,” said Joseph Compton of Knob Lick. 

Grace Frank of Greensburg said Keaton’s class also taught her 
several valuable lessons that can be applied to everyday life. 

“I learned to ask the question, What could I do with this?” she 
said. “Instead of just throwing something in the trash can, it’s 
important to first find another way to use it.” 

Destiny Harper of Edmonton said a communication class taught 
by LWC Assistant Professor of Communication Susan Minton 
helped her appreciate the differences in gender communication. 

“It changed my perspective on some issues and the different 
ways a message is communicated,” she said. 

Harper said that Schmidt’s leadership session also helped her 
gain a deeper appreciation for leadership. 

“I liked how her made us think about the qualities of a leader,” 
she said. 

In addition to giving the students an early taste of college life, 
Stephens said it is also hoped the Rogers Explorers will be inspired 
to become leaders. 

“We want them to be engaged in their communities and in their 



schools,” he said. 

Rogers Explorers also participated in a community service 
project by taking part in a clean-up around Green River Lake as 
part of the Somerset-based PRIDE (Personal Responsibility In a 
Desirable Environment) initiative. 

Harper said the activity gave her and fellow Metcalfe County 
residents to start a PRIDE club next school year at their high 
school. 

“It really inspired us to want to start our own PRIDE club 
because we think it could have a positive impact on Metcalfe 
County,” she said.

There have been 15 NBA 
Championships won since the 
San Antonio Spurs captured their 
first in 1999. Shaq and Kobe’s 
Lakers grabbed three of them. 

Shaq added another in Miami 
alongside Dwyane Wade, and 
Kobe tacked on two more with 

Pau Gasol and company. LeBron captured back-to-back 
titles with Miami, and the Celtics, Mavericks and 
Pistons each won one apiece. 

The other four titles in that timeframe belong to the 
Spurs. With five rings in the last 16 seasons, San 
Antonio can easily stake its claim as the most dominant 
franchise in the NBA. While the Lakers also boast five 
rings, the Spurs just capped off an unbelievable 15 th- 
straight season of winning at least 50 games. That 
number would be higher if not for the lockout-shortened 
1998-1999 season in which the entire season was cut to 
just 50 games. Make no mistake, San Antonio is the best 
organization in basketball. 

And maybe, finally, we can all see that. I’ll admit, as a 
Lakers fan, much of the Tim Duncan era has seen me 
planted firmly on the other side of the Spurs fence. I’ve 
called them dirty (they used to be). I’ve called them 
boring (they used to be), and I’ve called them old (they 
have been for seemingly a decade now). I wanted the 
clock to run out on them, for their stranglehold on the 
West to loosen—but it hasn’t. 

The Spurs team that dominated LeBron, Bosh, and a 
bunch of completely washed up bums Sunday night to 
mercifully end the most lopsided Finals in NBA history 
was the best one so far. In fact, reflecting now, there are 
very few champions during their run that could beat this 
Spurs team. 

That’s hard for me to say. I loathe Manu Ginobili. I 
hated Bruce Bowen. I’m far from a fan of Tony Parker, 
mostly because he divorced Eva Longoria, and although 
I have incredible respect for Tim Duncan, his game has 
never entertained me in the slightest. 

But that’s the point, isn’t it? The Spurs have never 
caught our eye. Even after the “beat you 80-75” Spurs 
turned into the most beautifully executing offensive 
team of the last 25 years, most of the basketball world 
refused to pay attention. We focused on the Lakers, or 
which group of old guys would go play for the Celtics, 
or whether Russell Westbrook and Kevin Durant would

Adair County native Mattie Barger Baker was born before the 
first classes were held at Lindsey Wilson College. 

Now, thanks to one of her sons, her legacy will be felt by future 
generations of the college’s students. 

The Mattie B. Baker & Sons Scholarship will help an Adair 
County resident earn a college education. 

James T. Baker of Richmond, Ky., said he started the endowed 
scholarship to honor his mother and two of his brothers, all of 
whom attended Lindsey Wilson. 

“We were all very grateful to our parents, we were all very 
thankful to our teachers, and we were thankful for being raised in 
a Christian home,” Baker said. “In a way, this is a delayed gift 
really from my parents and my brothers to Lindsey Wilson.” 

Baker and two of his late brothers, Walter and Tyler, attended 
the former Lindsey Wilson Training School through the sixth 
grade. All three graduated from Adair County schools and then 
had distinguished careers — Walter was a state senator and 
Kentucky Supreme Court justice; Tyler was a chiropractor; and 
James served the Social Security Administration. 

Mattie Baker, who was born in 1899 in the Hardscratch area, 
used an eighth-grade education and education courses she took 
Lindsey Wilson to become a teacher in Macon, Ga., where she

earned $35 a week.

Baker was diagnosed with mul¬ 
tiple sclerosis. That forced Mattie to shoulder an increasingly larger burden of supporting the family. 
James Baker said his mother raised chickens and planted “a large garden” on the home’s five acres, 
which adjoined what is now the Columbia Post Office. 

Then Mattie “bought a few little antique glass pieces for a few dollars and sold them to double her 
money,” James said. 

That sale began what blossomed into an almost four-decade business in the antique business. When 
Mattie died in December 1980, she had become one of the more well-known and respected antique 
dealers in the region. 

“She was really enthusiastic about antiques, she really loved the business and developed a good 
reputation,” James said. “She had second- and third-generation antique customers because she was so 
well-known.” 

In fact, about 12 hours before Mattie died, she recorded her one of her best sales, James said. By 
then, her business had expanded to almost three houses packed with antiques. 

“When I was in school, they kidded me that I lived in the house where people were moving out 
every day,” James said. “Because when Mom would come home with antiques, and they were piled on 
the front porch until she went through everything.” 

James Baker said he and his two brothers not only appreciated the educational foundation they 
received at the Lindsey Wilson Training School but also advice they received from their parents. 

“One thing Dad and Mom both preached to us was save for a rainy day,” he said. “They would say, 
‘We can’t tell you when it’s going to happen, but we can tell you that if you hang around here, it’s 
going to happen.’ And they were right on that. And that’s good advice for anyone.”
